FROM THE SECRETARY'S DESK 

Shakespeare said: 

“There’s a tide in the affairs of men, which taken at the 
flood, leads on to fortune”. On such a tide did we Scandi¬ 
navians find ourselves on October 4, 1953. It seemed as if 
all of us through our various clubs, and through the impetus 
of the sponsors of the Scandinavian program thought the 
time was ripe to create a Scandinavian Centre in our midst, 
and so representatives of our various clubs met at the YMCA 
on the evening of the aforementioned date. We feel we made 
history that night, as we began to deliberate and form com¬ 
mittees for action. 

Five years have now passed and the foundations have 
been well laid. We are now properly organized for action 
under the name of “The Scandinavian Centre Co-operative 
Association Limited” with a paid-up membership of 209. We 
have approximately $15,000 in a trust fund at the National 
Trust Company. 

A word about our Board of Directors. Originally they 
were nine in number, but this subsequently was increased to 
eleven. They serve for a term of three years, and each in 
his turn has served faithfully on your behalf without com¬ 
pensation of any kind. The present board of directors is as 
follows: K. L. Svidal, president; S. A. Sorenson, secretary 
and director of share selling; E. K. Hansen, treasurer and 
solicitor; Mrs. Vera Nielsen, director of social activities; Art 
Anderson, director of exhibition booth; Anders Anderson, 
director of publicity; G. L. Larson, vice-president and director 
of buildings and sites; O. S. Franzen, assistant director of 
buildings and sites; J. Luama, assitsant director of exhibtion 
booth; J. Rama, assistant director of share selling; M. Elias- 
son, assistant secretary. 

Our chief concern has been and still is the securing of a 
suitable site for our centre. During 1958 the City of Edmon¬ 
ton gave us a choice of various sites and your Board of 
Directors unanimously chose the Borden Park site. We are 
at present negotiating with the city in this regard. Dr. Min- 
sos has prepared suitable plans for the proposed centre; while 
Messrs. Anders Anderson and Orland Simmons constructed a 
most attractive model. 

With all this ground work laid, what are we waiting for? 
First, we must secure the site for the centre. Secondly, we 
must launch an aggressive share-selling campaign for the 
funds. Will you be prepared to help when the time comes? 

And finally a word about our latest project — this 
Scandinavian Paper. There was a growing feeling during 
1958 that there was a great need in our midst for such a 
paper. And so it was that under the leadership of our pub¬ 
licity director, Anders Anderson, a committee was formed 
to look into the possibilities of such a venture. Our hearty 
congratulations must go to the fine work of this committee 
whose names will appear elsewhere in this publication. 

May we especially thank Mrs. Simmons for having taken 
the responsibility as editor-in-chief. Let us help to make her 
task lighter. Members of our groups — co-operate with your 
correspondents, so that they in turn may co-operate with the 
editor. Readers of this paper — won’t you write or phone 
your editor, giving her constructive criticism and praises of 
the work. A word of praise goes a long way towards reward¬ 
ing those who toil for our pleasure and enjoyment.

Gardeners Reminder 
for October 

Plant spring-flowering blubs — 
especially tulips. 

Transplant trees and deciduous 
shrubs.

Dig dahlia and canna clumps 
after first killing frost. Cure in 
sun. 

Dig gladioli corms and cure for 
storage.

Put hardware - cloth guards 
around fruit trees to protect them 
from rabbits. 

After frost, collect and store 
squash and pumpkins. 

Prepare site for planting living 
Christmas tree. Protect from win¬ 
ter weather.

Treat them with a wood preserva¬ 
tive. 

Put up wild-bird feeding sta¬ 
tions and start a regular, winter- 
long feeding program.
